President Coolidge approved 
the act of Congress creating the new 
bureau on May 29. This act authoriz­ 
ed the Secretary to transfer all dairy 
activities to the new bureau.

dustry to that of dairying.

Made Torch Of

HE last hour of the working day, 
the last words of the prosecutor’!
